Emphasizing the urgent need of 
clothes for the destitute people of 
war-destroyed lands, the commit- 
tee offered two questions that each 
Upland citizen ought to ask him- 
self. 

1. Do I really need this gar- 
ment? 

2. What will it mean to the one 
who receives it? 

“You alone can answer the first 
question,” the committee went on 


to say. “As,to the second, it will 
mean life and self-respect to the 
one who receives it,”

The Victory Clothing collection 
has set a goal of 100,000,000 gar- 
ments in addition to shoes and 
bedding.

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Ed Dean Speaks | 
‘At Lions Meeting 


An analytical observation of Eu- 
rope during the war and _ since 
Germany’s defeat was reported to 
the Upland Lions club by Edwin 
Dean at noon yesterday. 

While the former Upland junior 
high school teacher said he saw 
very little combat as a member of 
| the medical corps, he saw: much 
of the devastation wreught by the 
powerful weapons. He observed 
yermany in ruins and at the same 
time a country intensively develop- 
ed and highly productive. 

German civilians appeared un- 
| usually friendly, cooperative and 
| eager to be of service to the con- 
querors, he reported. “I could not 
help but wonder why Germany 
|should not be satisfied with its 
fine country and not try to crush 
all of her neighbors,” Mr. Dean 
said. 

Prior to returning home after 
Germany's defeat Mr. Dean served 
as a teacher in the army’s educa- 
tional program and his students 
were illiterate American soldiers. 
He told cf his experiences in hand- 
ling this group. Age of the Euro- 
pean nations was impressed upon 
him when he visited cathedrals 
erected 250 years before Columbus 
discovered America. 

Mr. Dean was a member of the 
Lions when he went into the serv- 
ice. Since returning here he mar- 
ried Miss Lois Kent and he was 
presented with a wedding gift just 
prior to his address yesterday. 

Another feature of the meeting 
were two vocal solos by Francis 
“Squeak” Wilson, a new member 
of the club. 

I. T. McFadden, vice president, 
presided in the absence of C, Ern- 
est Olson. Mr. Olson, Glenn M.
